Last evoning it was reported that 
this wostern typhoon appeared to 
be filling up over Hainan Island, 
and that the typhoon which is now 
threatening the Colony was about 
200 miles SE. of Pratas. 

At 10.40 this morning the 
position of the typhoon wag given 
as Lat.-21 N. Long, 116 E, The 
typhoon {a of unknown intensity 
and is moving N.W., direct for thie 
region. It is situated roughly 50 
milea north west of the Pratas, 
and is within 160 miles. of tho 
Colony.

Two of ‘the decensed were killed 
by revolver shots, and the other 
by o atab-wound. After henring 
the ovidence, the jury returned 
three different verdicts, one of 
“justifiable homicide.” another of 
“accidental death,” and the other 
an open verdlet. . 

The jury empanelled consisted of 
Messrs. J. A. S. Alves: (foreman), 
A. I. Osmunit and Tam Man-yl. 

Mr. D. Burlingham, District 
Superintendent of Police, Kowloon, 
was in charge of the proceedings 
on behalf of the Police. 

In the case of Fong Kee, a stone- 
cutter of 40 years of age, Lo Kee, 
a friend of the deceased, testified 
that at about 8.46 pan, en Septem- 
ber 27, he was walking alone 
Wuhu Street with his friend and 
anw oa large crowd of people who 
were making a lot-af noise, The 
mob was shouting to the people 
in the housca to throw Japanese 
xpods inta the street, and this was 
boing done, Witness could sce 
that the Police were trying te 
disperse the crowd, The xeason 
why witness and his dead, friend 
vere there was beeause they had 
one to Wuhw Street to | buy 
Chinese tobacco, whieh they always 
obtained Crom oa xhop in that 
vicinity, When the Police opened 
fire, witness was together with the 
deceased, who was shot. 

Sergent Hunter, attnched to 
the Hunghom Police Station, said 
that on the: nijeht in question, he 
henrd.an uproar from the direction 
uf Wuhu Street, and he rushed to 
fhe xcenes to sve what the matter 
was, On turning into Wuht 
Street, he saw oa large crowd of 
wople numbering about 800, He 
foreed hla way to the nearest part 
wf the crowd and suddenly came 
across a bie bonfire. He forced 
his way through thé crowd and 
anw that the mob was facing a 
umber of piece-goods shops — to 
che north of Wuhu Street. One 
of these shops was being — looted 
md some of the mob were throw- 
ing the goods into” the  atreet, 
‘here they were picked up by the 
thers and thrown into the bonfire. 

Witness then called on the mob 


‘1o disperac, but they paid no at- 


tention to him, Whereupon he drew 
his trunchcon and rushed to the 
foremost of the crowd, which gave 
way and retreated about 20 yards. 
Chey however, began | to throw 
4tones.and bricks at him, at the 
sume time shouting “Strike.” 

“T was completely surrounded,” 
went on witness, “by a crowd of 
about 500 people.

The Second Case. 


The second enquiry was into the 
death of Chang Cheung, a youth 
of 18, who was admitted to 
Kowloon Hoapital suffering from 1 
bullet’ wound in the head. He 
died n few hours after admission. 

Inspector Fallon testified that at 
nbout 1.15 p.m. on September 27 
he owns returning to the Yaumati 
Police Station when he snw a boy 
tving outside the Station with a 
wound oon the head, He wre 
nresgent at the Kowloon Mortuary 
the next. day when. the body — of 
this boy was identified as that of 
Chang Cheung. 

A Chinese detective Rald about 
1.15 pan, on that day he was at 
the Yaumati Police Stafion when 
he saw oa crowd of about 1,000 
wonle, who were shouting to the 
officers In the Station to set free 
Wo the men arrested in the riota. 
The crowd consisted mostly of 
students, but was onde up of 
neonte of all walks of fife. 

Witness had just befare — that 
srrested ‘a number of rioters ip 
Waichiog Street, and had been 
followed to the Yaumati Police 
Station by a crowd, who were 
jopring him all the way. Outside 
‘he Station, witness heard some of 
‘he people saying, “Let us go in. 
They have ono reason. far ar- 
resting our people, - We must 
vet them releised.” The crowd 
‘vas then, according to — wit- 
ness, only about seven yards from 
‘he entrance to the Station. They 
vere carrying white flags, on some 
of which were written, “For no 
reason, the Japanese are ill-treat-’ 
Ing our fellowcountrymen,” Wit- 
ness tried to arrest one of tha 
‘ouths who was carrying one of 
these flags, but was prevented 
‘rom doing so by the rest of the 
srowd. He run towards the youth 
but was pushed away. A voice 
shouted, “Strike him,” and witness 
became afraid and drew -his re- 
volver. : f . 

Continuing, witness sald, “Some- 
ow or other my revolver . went 
off. When I drow my revolver, J 
had no intention of fring, but did 
ao only for self-protection, As 
soon as my revolver went off, the 
boy. who was carrying u white flag 
tropped to the ground. I took 
him into the Station, where he 
vag bandaged up. £ did not in- 
tond to let off my revolver. I was 
osxuded by the crowd, and it ac- 
efdentally went off. I did not 
know what I was going to do when 
I drew my revolver.” : 

Questioned by Inspector Clark, 
witness said during ‘the two pre- 
vious nights, he had been engaged 
in quolling disturbances in Kow- 
loon, and for 48 hours he had had 
only nbout four hours’ reat. 

Sergeant Flittery, who was in 
the Station at the time, suid he 
saw it crowd af'men and boys ad- 
vancing towards: the Station, led 
by two small boys who were carry. 
ing white: fings, A crowd of 
about 1,000 followed these two 
boys. Previous to thia demonstra- 
tion, there had been about ten 
attacks on the Station alrendy. 
He atuted that if he was placed 
under the -same circumstances 
an the Chinese detective, he would 
also have drewn his revolver in 
order to protect himself and at the

Night and morning, generously 
apply the cream, while the skin is 
still moist from washing. 


Thickly smear the finger tips 
with the cream, then massage jt 
into the skin with a series of 
rotary movements, always remem- 
bering to work upwards and 
outwards, 7 


Avoid, however, pressure or 
stretching around the eyes. The 
skin here is very fragile and cnstly 
stretched, and thus only patting 
movements should be used. - 


When the skin needs attention 
during the, day, it is better to re- 
move the grime with a pad dipped 
in rosewater or fresh milk, rather 
than by washing it, 


And, finally when trying to coax 
uway those tired lines, avoid the 
use of vanishing cream os a 
powder base. Vanishing creams 
have a drying effect which retard 
recovery. A thin amear of cold 
cream, rosewater, und glycerine, 
equal parts, or fresh milk are all 
satisfactory as n powder base, and 
none of these is too drying for the 
ibkin,

Cannot we greet o friend or speed 
the parting guest ‘without an ex- 
change of perspiration and In warm 
surroundings not always clean?” 

Certainly, when described in this 
{nshion, handshaking seems ft 
pretty unpleasant business. Who 
would continue to shake hands if 
everybody he met had the moist 
palm of Uriah Hdop? But who 
can number even two Uriah Heeps 
among his acquaintance? 

The truth is, the anti-hand- 
shakers, ff they are to succeed, will 
have to give up the “ clammy 
grasp” argument and return to 
the older argument thnt hand- 
shaking is unhyglenic.

ensiest and therefore the most 
dangerous vehicle of every form of 
infection.” 

If that i: realy so, however, how 
is It that Prime Ministers and all 
who at times have to shake hands 
with a thousand guesta in the 
course of a single evening are not 
being » perpetually carried off to 
hospital?

PERIL OF THE FREE 
STATE. 


COMMUNISTS AND

Some idea of the extent af Scott's 
weakness may be obtained from the 
entry ine which he records his at- 
tempt to walk to Lady Louisa 
Stuart's, who lived in Gloucester- 
place, a little more than a mile 
from Sussex-place. “Took a little 
vertigo,” he writes, “and came 
back.”

IN CAR. 


MAN'S LETTERS READ 
"AT INQUEST. 


MOTHER COMPLAINS 
OF “SNUBS.” 


A man’s intense love for the six- 
yenr-old daughter of. his - londlord 
was reventod at. the Inquest at 
Monks Risborough.. Buckingham- 
shire, on Phyllis. Joan Crockley, 
daughter of Mr. and Mra, ALR, 
Crockley, of St. John's | Wood-ter- 
race, Marylebone, London, and 
Alfred Wright, aged 25, u chuuffeur, 
who lodged with Mr. and Mrs, 
Crockley. ; : 

Mr. Grockley, who spoke almost 
in a whisper, said that Wright had 
lodged at his house six or clght 
months. So far ne he knew Wright 
was a single man, whose home was 
at Ferndale-rond, Teignmouth. 

He acquired an attachment for 
Phyllis, who waa very fond of him. 
He took her out for walks and in 
the cur in every spare moment he 
had, 

He said that Wright snd the 
child appeared happy wiien he lant 
sia them on it recent Sunday morn- 
ing, When he returned home 
about. nine o'clock in the evening he 
found that Wright had taken the 
child out in the car, as he was in the 
habit of doing on Sundays, and had 
not returned, : 

The Coroner —Bnad Wright had 
any disngreement with your wife? 
— She had not been spohking to him 
for three or four weeks, He want 
ed his way too much with the child, 
any my wife used to aay that he 
should not buy her this or that. 

Mr, Crockley added: “I always 
found Mr. Wright one of the niceat 
men {it sould be possible to meet. 
The only hig: 1 have since heard 
ia that he wattn financial trouble.” 

Dr. G. A. Fraser said that death 
in ench case was due to asphyxia 
from the inhalation of carbon 
monoxide gas, 

“Had the child been interfered 
with ino any avay'? asked the 
Coroner. 

“She had not,” replied Dr. 
Fraser. 

The Letters. : 

A number of letters left .by 
Wright were read, In one, dated 
September 16, he «wrote: "loam 
leaving this in case anything should 
happen to me. I fear T cannot go 
on much longer. ....makes life 
Hell. for me, Should I die I leave 
twothirds of my property’ to pay 
for Joan's schooling. She is to 
have anything of mine she wants, 
to do just as she likes, I love 
her more than life, I. don’t tuke 
Joan unless she wants to come.” 

There was this postacript; 
“This hag nothing to do with Mr, or 
Mrs. Crockley.” “os 

A letter, dated October 3, addres- 
sed by Wright to his mother, anid: 
“Plense forgive. and forget. I as- 
ked Joan if she will live with her 
mother or die with me, Ido as she 
wants. Some time ago her mother 
took her out, and when she came 
back 1 took her to the garage with 
me. She just’ begged me‘ to run 
away with her, ....Jonn wants to 
come with me.” , : ; 

The Coroner read the following 
extracts from a letter written by 
Mra. Crockley, to Wright: 

“fT am sorry you are so ‘fed up,’ 
but you will soon bo home now and 
you will have your Jittle Joan. I 
expect you feel a. little bit down- 
hearted because we did’ not part 
on quite the best terms, - 

“I expect you thought [ wanted 
to take Joan- away from you al- 
together,, but believe me, Fred, I 
did not want to, do any stich thing. 


You would be the one I should like ]. 


to have her na I know that you love 
her, and would always be kind to 


er, ; 

“But what I don’t like ia to have 
her snub’me and the reat of us. 
Sometimes it hurte mo beyond 
everything. You must’ allow me to 
correct her sometimes, as all chil- 
dron want it at times, and a mother 


knows best. However, we will let. 


bygones be bygones.” 
Ronald Godfrey Jones, of Balham, 
a brother-in-law of Wright, sald 
that Wright was passionately fond 
of the child, so much so that it 
‘anyone touched her he would get 
ngry. . . 
: ‘evidence wads given that a pipe 
had been run ‘from the exhaust 
through o hole in the floor of the 
cat. Wright's arm was round tho 
girl’s neck. 


The jury: found «that Wright :

the Police in possession of tho] ¥ 
grounds. He had received an {n- 
Jury to the ankle caused by a 
stone thrown by a rioter, and was 
sitting down to open his boots 
when he heard a groan coming 
from behind him. He investigated 
matters and found a Chinese 
youth leaning against a rubblah 
bin. Witnesa examined him and 
found he had a wound in the 
stomach. Witness then sent him 
to hospital in the ambulance to. 
gethér with the Japanese. : 

On September 28, witneas went 
te the Kowloon Hospital Mor- 
tuary..where he identified a body 
as that of Shek Chan-fai, whom he 
sent to hoapital on the night of 
September 26 from Tsang Foo 
Villas, 

Inspector Fallon said he was 
present at the proceedings in the 
Kowloon Magistracy where several 
men were charged with murder. 
In the.course of the proceedings, 
he learned that the Japanese head 
of the houschold at Tsang Foo 
Villas was carrying a sword 
during the attnck on the villas. 
Witness made exhnustive  en- 
quirtes at Po Kwong village, but 
there had been no suggestion nr to 
how the deceased came about his 
wound in the stomach. Witness 
learned, aluo as a result of his in- 
quiries at the village, that the vil- 
lagers that night had been playing 
a game of mai pat sin. 

The Coroner informed the jury 
that the only renson why Inspec- 
tor Fallon went into the witness- 
box was that there were two poa- 
sibilities as to how the deceased 
received his wound. He might 
have cither received his wound 
from the Japanese, or he might 
have been injured whilst playing 
the game of mai pat siz. — His 
Worship was not saying they were 
probabilities, but they = were 
possibilities. 

The sister of the deceased said 
she did not know how her brother 
died, but she had heard since his 
death that he was at Tsang Foo 


‘| Villas on the night of September 


26, She was informed that he 
was fired on in trying to eseape 
from Tsang. Foo Villas. She be- 
lieved that he had been struck by 
stray bullet from the rifle of a 
Scottish soldier, 

His Worship said that medical 
evidence showed that her brother 
died as a result of a stab wound 
in the stomach, and not a bullet 
wound. 

Lieutghant Andrew Dunlop, who 
was in charge of a military platoon 
sent to Tsung Foo Villas on the 
night in question, testified that no 
report had been made to him of 
anybody having been bayoneted 
by any of his men, who were 
Placed ina cordon round the 
grounds of Tanng Foo Villas. . 

The jury returned an_ open 
"verdict in this case, and the Coroner 
concurred. —
